Mark Thomas, a Pennsylvania 
white supremacist who was indicted 
yesterday on a conspiracy charge, 
has been subpoenaed as a defense 
witness in the Midwestern Bank 
Bandits trial in Columbus. 

Thomas’ subpoena was revealed 
during his initial-appearance hear- 
ing in U.S. District Court in Allen- 
town, Pa. Thomas was arrested ear- 
lier in the day on his. farm outside 
Allentown on a charge that he and 
others assisted the Bank Bandits in 
their two-year robbery spree in Ohio 
and six other states. 

Peter “Commander Pedro” 
Langan, 38, an accused leader of the 
gang, has been on trial in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court in Columbus since Jan. 8. 
He is charged with two 1994 Ohio 


robberies — one at the former Co- 
lumbus National Bank, 6121 E, Liv- 
ingston Ave. and the other at the 
former Society National Bank in 
Springdale, Ohio. 

Thomas, 46, was mentioned re- 
peatedly throughout testimony yes- 
terday in Columbus by Kevin W. 
McCarthy, a 19-year-old key prose- 
eution witness in Langan’s trial. 

McCarthy testified that Thomas 
accompanied him to a meeting Nov. 
18, 1994, in Van Buren, Ark, during 
whieh McCarthy was recruited into 
the Bank Bandits. 

“He (Langan) explained to me 
about the group, explained the 
dangers arid explained he had 12 
robberies under his belt,” McCarthy 
said.

Details: By Memorandum and Order dated 12/23/96, a U.S. District 
Court Judge, Southern District of Ohio, suppressed evidence in a 
bank robbery trial that had been seized by FBI Agents pursuant to 
a consent to search from the defendant. 

On 1/18/96, PETER KEVIN LANGAN was arrested by FBI 
Agents and Task Force personnel in Columbus, Ohio, during which 
arrest shots were fired by law enforcement personnel which 
resulted in superficial wounds to LANGAN. Although the arrest was 
based upon a Title 18, United States Code, Section 1073 (UFAP) 
complaint and warrant issued in the Middle District of Georgia, 
LANGAN was very strongly suspected as being one of the so-called 
"Midwestern Bank Robbers", a gang suspected of having committed 
more than 20 bank robberies throughout the midwest, including 
Ohio. 

As the defendant was being removed from his van upon 
his arrest, he was asked his name, to which he responded, "I want 
to talk to a lawyer". Paramedics transporting LANGAN to the 
hospital described his injuries as minor, and characterized 
LANGAN as being alert and aware, the attending physician at the 
hospital concurred with these assessments, tests performed at the 
hospital disclosed no drug use and he was given no medication 
which could affect his cognitive ability. 

At the conclusion of medical treatment, and still at 
the hospital, LANGAN was advised of his Miranda rights by an FBI

regarding the storage locker being developed was initiated by the 
defendant, noting that LANGAN was taken to an interview room at 
the FCSO and readvised of his Miranda rights for the specific 
purpose of interrogating him, and that that process. was not 
initiated by LANGAN. The Judge then found that the statements 
made by LANGAN at the FCSO were unlawfully obtained during an 
interrogation in violation of LANGAN's right to have counsel 
present during that interrogation. 

The trial Judge also rejected the government's 
proposition that LANGAN's consent to search the storage locker 
was free and voluntary under the totality of circumstances test 
of Schneckloth v. Bustamonte, 412 U.S. 218 (1973), and therefore 
was a valid consent. Referring to Edwards once again, the trial 
Judge noted that regardless of how voluntary a consent to search 
May be, that consent does not constitute a waiver of the asserted 
right to counsel any more than the voluntary statement in Edwards 
constituted a waiver of the asserted right to counsel in that 
case. The Court held that a violation of the requirement that 
interrogation cease once a person in custody has requested 
counsel directly involves a violation of the defendant's 
constitutional rights under the Fifth Amendment, not simply a 
violation of a court-created prophylactic rule. As such, the 
Court ruled that the products of that unlawful interrogation, 
both the statements of the defendant and his consent to search 
the storage locker (found by the Court to have been given 
voluntarily), must be suppressed, and held further that the 
evidence seized from the storage locker must also be suppressed 
as the fruits of the poisonous tree. 

The Court thereafter considered and rejected 
alternative government arguments that the evidence should be 
introducible under the "public safety" exception or the 
Yinevitable discovery" exception to the Miranda rule. 

In February of this year, after a 7-week trial, LANGAN 
was found guilty of all counts, in spite of the suppression of 
the storage locker evidence.

Langan shootout on 
South Side recounted

An FBI agent testified yesterday that 
he fired four rounds from a shotgun into a 
van from which he saw Peter “Commander 
Pedro” Langan pointing a silver handgun 
at him and his partner. 

That touched off a gunbattle that saw 
federal agents pump about 50 shots into the 
van. . 


When the smoke ck 
the leader of a neo-Nazi gang of bank 
robbers — emerged with minor injuries 
and was placed under arrest, 

“T shot at Mr. Langan ‘to keep him 
from killing me or anyone else. at that 
scene,” Jeff Lindsey said. 

There is no question that federal 
agents won the gunbattle last year outside 
585 Reinhard Ave, But one ofthe questions 
before a jury in Judge John D, Holschuh’s 
courtroom in U.S. District Court is who 
started it : 

Langan, convicted in February of five 
charges involving 1994 bank robberies on 
the Far East Side and in Springfield, Ohio,
